FOR WRECKING AND ROBBING TRAINS. 


Emery Oakes, Arrested at West Phillips, 
Me., Unfolds a Weird Tale. 

Avousta, Me., Jan. 6.— [Special. I— The 
thrilling stories of the bravado and financial 
success of the Western train-robber seem to 
have born fruit in Maine. Emery E. Oakes, 
a West Phillips youth, gave the scheme away 
today. Oakes was arrested several days ago 
on the charge of placing obstructions on the 
track of the Frankitin & Megantic railroad in 
Salem. The gross amount of money pos- 
sessed by the passengers traveling on the line 
would hardly attract the dime novel type 
of train-robber. Sportsmen at certain sea- 
sons of the year, however, patronize the road 
on their way to the lakes, and these, it 
seems, attracted the cupidity of the aspiring 
wreckers. The obstruction dia little dam- 
age, however, and Sheriff Syivester soon had 
Oakes in custody on the charge of being im- 
plicated in the affair. Oakes today makes a 
clean breast of the affair. He says that he 
is but one of a number in that region who 
have banded themselves togetner to rob 
trains and mails. They swore themselves to 
secrecy. and made treachery punishabie by 
the most terrible suffering and torture. They 
had established their headquarters od Mount 
Abram, in a logging camp in the depths of 
the woods. From this they intended to sally 
forth on their marauding exveditions. They 
were not to confine their work to that vicin- 
ity alone, but were to include the State, and 
later the business was to be prosecuted gen- 
erally and widely. The attempted wreck of 
the Megantic train was their first job, and 
its failure had disheartened Oakes. He impli- 
cated in this Henry Buzzeil of Salem and 
Jesse Doyen of West Phillips. Both of them 
have been arrested and the case will be thor- 
oughly investigated. 


CRASHED THROUGH A RAILROAD BRIDGE. 


Total Wreck on the Fall Brook Road, Near 
Wellsboro, Pa. 

Ecmrra, N. V., Jan. 6.— [Special. An ac- 
cident occurred on the Fall Brook road late 
last night, near Wellsboro, Pa., which re- 
suited in.the death of two men and serious 
injuries to eighteen others. The work- 
train, with a crew of sixteen men, 
in charge of Master Mechanic Baker, was 
returning to Wellsboro from work a few 
miles south of there. On the way out from 
the village in the morning, when passing a 


bridge, it was noticed that the derrick on the 


wrecker touched the top of the bridge. Mr. 
Baker noted the fact, and when the train 
started to return at night he instructed che 
engineer to run slowly. Reaching tne bridge 
the engine and tender passed over safely, but 
the derrick again caught the bridge cover 
aud the next instant the bridge broke down, 
landing we train with its human freight in 
the creek. In the bed of the creek was piled 
a promiscuous heap of cars and tools, 
beneath which nearly all the passen- 
gers of the train were  pinioned. 
Some were able to extricate themselves 
and they immediately began the work of 
rescuing their comrades. Grant Milliken, 
Daniel Howard, and Conrad Detternhoffer 
were standing on the platform when the 
crash occurred. Milliken’s neck was broken 
and Howard received a blow on the head, 
killing him instantly. Eighteen men were 
seriously injured.

A Model Accepted for the One to Be Made 
for Lincoln Park.

Dr. Shepard. 

Les, nearly an ounce,“ was the reply. 

Dr. Shepard then administered an anti- 
dote. The two piysicians found nd lack of 
blood, but when they looked behind it there 
was a wound so trivial that it almost made 
them smile, It was a Gilbertian suicide. It 
smacked of comic opera, 

DID HR MEAN SUICIDE? 

Described in their own language there was 
a little cut beneath the right ear two inches 
long and a scratch upon the wrist. Dr. 
Cooper did not even see this latter cut. The 
dentist had also swallowed an ounce of 
aconite, “enough,” his friends said, to kill 
a dozen men.” But it was also enough to act 
as its own antidote. Too much poison is 
often not enough. Dr. Shepard stitched 
the wound, which had not touched the jugu- 
lar, but only severed a comparatively small 
artery, one large enough, however, to pump 
considerable blood, and Kniffin was put to 
bed. He had been lying on the floor till 
then. The doctors found him remarkably 
coolfora would-be suicide, and when Dr. 
Cooper felt of his pulse he found it beating 
normally, There was a touch of anger in 
the voice of the shrewd physician when he 
looked his patient straight in the eyes and 
said: ‘“Kniffin, I am surprised that you 
should do such a thing as this.“ 

“JT could not help it, doctor. Idia not know 
what I was about.“ 

No,“ said the physician, and his voice 
grew cutting. ‘ Well, Kniffin, Ishould think 
a man like you, if he really wanted to kill 
himself, could stick a pistol in his mouth and 
make a cleaner job than this.“ 

The dentist closed his eyes and swallowed 
hard, but made never a reply. The physi- 
cians are not row certain that the ounce of 
aconite was swallowed. They were told it 
was so and shown an empty bottle. and there 
seems to be no doubt that he vomited a good 
deal. : 

At haif-past 1 last night Dr. Kniffin and 
David Purcell went to bed together in the 
big room on the third floor. Purcell soon 
fell asleep but was awakened by Dr. Kniffin, 
who said that he thought he would take a 
bath. Down-stairs he went and into the 


‘bath-room, which is on the second floor, a 


couple of yards from where the body of his 
dead wife lay. He entered tne bath-room 
and lit the gas. The curtain on the window 
was slight and, he. pinned a horse-blanket 
over it, shutting out the night. Another 
blanket he folded twice and spread upon the 
fioor, and picking up an ounce phial of tinct- 
ure of aconite, 450 drops to the ounce, which 
he had bought that morning in the store be- 
low, he drank it down. Then sitting down 
upon the blanket, so that he would not stain 
his shirt with blocd, he cut his throat and 
gashed his wrist and calmly warted to die. 
And here he sat, according to David’s story, 
from half-past 1 till 3—sat till there was a 
big pool of blood between his knees, a pool 
that was found afterward. All the rest of 
the house was apparently asleep by this, for 
none knew of these grewsome things. 
UP TO THE BEDROOM. 

And then at 3 o’clock something still more 
grewsome happened, for with his wounds 
still open and bieeding drop by drop, he left 
the bath-room, mounted the stairs, leaving 
the crimson trail behind him, and crawled 
into bed beside his brother-in-law. The room 
was dark and the latter suspected nothing.

Chicago Republicans Confident They Will 
Succeed Seeberger and Stone. 

Among Republicans around town yester- 
day the opinion seemed to prevail that Presi- 
dent Harrison had at last made up his mind 
to appoint the successors of Collector See- 
berger and Collector Stone.

BOODLERS’ NAMES ON THE BOSPITAL, 


They Will Remain fora Time Longer—Nic 
Michaels Ketained. 
Commissioner Bonner stirred up his fellow- 
members of the County Board yesterday when he 
made a brief and pointed speech against the em- 
ployment of Nic Michaels to assist the County 
Attorney in defending the county against the 

boodle claims. 

At the instance of the County Attorney the 
Finance Committee recommended that Michaels 
should be employed, at an expense not to exceed 
$2,500, to assist him. The recommendation was 
reported yesterday by the committee. Mr. 
Struckman, for some reason, objected to that, 
and also to the recommendation that Coal-Con- 
tractor Puttkamer be puid for his goods at the 
contract price. He moved that both recom: 
mendations be recommitted. He said Putt- 
kamer had furnished an inferior article. This 
was agreed to without dispute. But there was a 
disposition to fight the em ployment of Michaels. 

Commissioner Bonner voiced this teeling. He 
did not want Michaels employed. He under- 
stood that Michaels had threatened to go over to 
the boodiers unless he was retained. He did 
not believe in submitting to such bulldozing. 
Mr. Bonner was proceeding in this tone when 
Chairman Edmanson cut him off by declaring 
that the whole matter nad been referred to the 
Public Service Committee by unanimous con- 
sent. 

Mr. Michaels, by the way, has already entered 
on the duties of assisting Mr. Terhune. he be- 
gan yesterday. Several trunks full of docu- 
ments were carted over from the Criminal 
Court to Mr. Terhune’s office, and Mr. Michaels 
Was on his knees sorting them. Some of tne 
boodle cases will come up in a few days. Mich- 
aels is sorting out the evidence to defeat the 
claims, and Mr. Terhuneis earnestly at work 
with the same intention. He will disregard Mr. 
Bonner’s strictures until further notice. Gen. 
Lieb, Commissioners Monheimer, Schubert, 
Stainer, and Edmanson have promised to sus- 
tain Michaels and the latter seems satisfied,

MR. YERKES REPLIES TO ME. HOLMES. 


The Misunderstanding Over the Use of State 
Street aod Michigan Avenue. 

In reference to the use of State street Letween 
Madison and Lake streets, to complete the loop 
for the West Side cable system, Mr. Yerkes yes- 
terday replied to what President Holmes of the 
South Side company had said to THE TRIBUNE 
the day before, and also presented his company’s 


side of the dispute, 

“Tt is a fact,” said Mr. Yerkes, that the 
South Side company does not ask $100,000 for the 
use of State street, and it is also a fact that the 
West Side company has ‘already paid Mr. 
Holmes company $850,000 for the tracks it had 
on the West Side, and there went with it the 
authority and right to use the State street 
tracks. The condition imposed was that in the 
use of the tracks the South Side company should 
not be unfiecessarily interfered with. To this 
end, as the street shows, the two west tracks 
were recently givén to the West Side company, 
and the east track was surrendered to Mr. 
Holmes.“ 

„ What is the real question involved?”

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CHARLES §, STETTAUER’S ALLEGED 
LOSSES ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Judge Borton Holds That He Will Have to 
Mention Epecific Allegations in His 
Charges Against 8. W. Allerton, John 
T. Lester, Charles Schwartz, and Ka- 
ward K. Willard ia Bis Bill for an Ac- 
counting and Discovery, 


In a suit by Charles S. Stettaver against Sam- 
uel W. Allerton, John T. Lester, Charies 
Schwartz, and Edward K. Willard Judge Hor- 
ton sustained demurrers interposed by Allerton 
and the others. a 

Stettauer's suit was a bill in chancery for an 
accounting and discovery. He set up that be- 
tween 1880 and 1883 Allerton and the others com- 
posed the firm of Johan T. Lester & Co., Allerton 
being a special partner, and that they were em- 
ployed by Stettauer to conduct transactions in 
Stocks and grain for him. Stettauer said 
the business done for him in three years was 
810, 000.000 and that he paid Lester & Co. $250,000 
as commissions, interest, etc. He claimed that 
on an accounting the firm would be found to be 
largely indebted to him, it having disobeyed his 
orders as to purchases and sales, thereby entail- 
ing heavy losses which he had to meet, also hav- 
ing frequently canceled contracts made for him 
before maturity. 

The demurrer was sustained as to Allerton, 
because it was claimed he was only a special 
partner. It this were so he was not liable. As 
to Lester, Schwartz, and Willard, the demurrers 
were sustained because in the Judge’s opinion 
the frauds alleged in the bill were set up in too 
general terms. 

The court decided that specific instances and 
details must be given to make the bill so as to 
allege that Allerton was a general partner and 
hence liable, and to set up specific acts and in- 
stances of the alleged fraud.

MORE LAND-OWNERS THAN LANDLESS 
IN THIS COUNTRY. 

At the so-called Economic Conference” 
Sunday night a man named Brown talked on 
behalf of the “single-tax” fad of Henry 
George, and sought to persuade his hearers 
that it would be a wise and good thing for 
the community to confiscate the rental value 
of every country farm and city lot, and thus 
wipe out the capital vaiue of land. After 
the speaker had finistied an old man went to 
the root of things by asking this question: 
“How is the Government going to get the 
land back from the present land-owners““ 
Mr. Brown's reply was that “there were 
more people who did not own land than there 
were land-owners, and he rather guessed 
they could take it.“ 

It is odd that a man who knows so little 
about this country shouid set himself up as 
a teacher of ite peopie. If Brown will look 
at the census of 1880 he will find some inter- 
esting statistics as to the number of land- 
owners in America. He will find that there 
were 4,225,000 persons who owned farms. He 
will fing that there were over three million 
agricultural laborers, a large number of 
whom should not have been classified as 
such, being the sons of farmers who are 
working for the old man till they settle 
down tor themselves or till he dies and they 
enter into the inheritance of his broad acres, 
Of these there must. have been at least 
775,000. 

Bearing in mind the further fact that near- 
ly all village lots are owned by their occu- 
pants, and that there are thousands of lot- 
owners in the great cities, Philadeiphia alone 
having 85,000 freeholders, it 1s safe to esti- 
mate that there are half as many lot-owners 
as therearefarm-owners. The figures would, 
therefore, be in round numbers:

There were ten years ago 11,000,000 voters. 
It appears, therefore, that 7,500,000 of them 
were land-holders, while at the most but 
8,500,000 were landless voters. 

Is Mr. Brown so ignorant of Americans as 
to believe the 38,500,000 could tax away their 
lands from the 7,500,000 voters without the con- 
sent of the latter! Has he seen among the 
8,500,000 any traces of that fanatical and de- 
termined spirit which makes men undertake 
desperate enterprises in the face of certain 
defeat? Has he found many John Browns in 
his single-tax clubs! 

The only temptation held out to the land- 
less man of this country is that if the single 
tax is established he will pay no taxes. But 
he pays littie now that he knows of. Some 
stronger inducement must be held out to nim. 
He must be offered the lands themselves. 
But they would not tempt him, for their 
value would be taxed out of them by the 
Georgeite scheme. 

Why will not these idealists see that they 
are wasting their time in preaching the 
singie-tax fad in this country? It cannot be 
introduced without the consent of the land- 
owners, for they are in the overwhelming 
majority and control Legislatures and Con- 
gresses. If they chose it could be put ia 
force tomorrow. If they do not choose 
there is no force strong enough to override 
them. 

Tnese discussions may de well enongh in 
England, where the land is owned by a hand- 
fulof men. In America it is a simple waste 
of time totalk of it. Those who lecture and 
.u0se who listen would be quite as profitably 
employed were they discussing the propriety 
of setting up a King and a House of Lords in 
this co.ntry, with primogeniture and entail 
attachments. 


DEFENDERS OF TRUSTISM WAXING BOLD. 

Itshould be said that “the trustites in 
squads”’ who were testifying before the 
House Ways and Means Committee last 
week were decidedly of the ultra order and 
represented men determined to retain ex- 
cessive bounties for their own selfish pur- 
poses rather than moderate protectionists 
who favor duties tor the general good, prop- 
erly adjusted and reasonable in amount. 
Nearly all the witnesses opposed any reduc- 
tions of duties, no matter how high, and 
many of them had the cheek to demand large 
advances in rates! A representative of the 
manufacturers of quinine coolly insisted that 
the cost of that medicine of universal use 
should be raised on 65,000,000 people for the 
benefit of three or four firms which have 
already amassed great fortunes out of the 
febrituge. His idea seemed to be that the 
people generally would not feel” the ad- 
vance, but the aggregate of increased profits 
would nevertheless be millions and would 
still more greatly enrich the three or four 
firms interested in the manufacture of qui- 
nine in this country. Similar brazen argu- 
ments were made by a number of “trust” 
manufacturers in various lines, who showed 
themselves selfishly interested in the preser- 
vation of excessive bounties. 

One witness before the Ways and Means 
Committee—Charies E. Pearce of St. Louis 
was not only ready to demand ultra-high 
rates for the benefit of monopolies but was 
strongly disposed to make a sweeping de- 
tense ot trustism. Asked to expiain how it 
was that bagging rose in price from 7 cents 
in 1887 to 12 in 1888 this fellow Pearce ro- 
marked that the manufacturers were bad- 
ly scared by the probability of the passage 
of the Mills bill’? and had entered into a 
combination, although he faisely claimed the 
purpose was not to increase prices. Pearce 
was questioned as to whether he thought 
fear of tariff reduction a sufficient reason for 
the organization of trusts to skin the public, 
and the colloquy continued: 
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and extra profits to the amount of $4,000,000 
were filched from the farmers and planters 
and pocketed by somebody. All this because 
the bagging manufacturers had been “ fright- 
ened by the Mills bill.“ When the represent- 
ative of a trust combination thus testifies to 
the manner in which the screws are put on 
and extra profits squeezed out of the planters 
and farmers it is time for Congress to take 
some precautions to prevent the people being 
mulcted every time it is even proposed to re- 
vise the tariff. Trusts which were at first 
managed with great secrecy are now being 
openly defended and justified before Con- 
gressional committees as though these trade 
combines to plunder the public were not crim- 
inal conspiracies at common law. Congress- 
men have their instructions from the people 
and need not waste their time listening to 
defenses of trustism. parties have de- 
clared against trustism in unequivocal terms 
and called for the enforcement of the old 
doctrine of the common law. Gen. Harrison 
took strong ground on this question in his let- 
ter of acceptance and in his message to Con- 
gress, and intimated strongly that tariff re- 
duction would prove in many cases the most 
effective method of breaking up these unlaw- 
ful combines. A particularly good case for 
such action is presented by the trust which 
forced up prices merely because a tariff bill 
had been introduced, as though it meant to de- 
clare it would brook no interference from 
Congress and would make the public bleed 
every time “hostile acuon was threatened 
at Washing ton. 


THE NEGRO EXODUS. 

Dispatches from various portions of the 
South report a large exodus of negroes, 
especially from North and South Carolina. 
The movement is not in the nature of an exo- 
dus of negroes out of the country, but rather 
a shifting of large bodies from one section to 
another, and mainly from the older South- 
eastern States ina westerly direction. Many 
thousands are concerned in it, and it already 
has attained a volume which is likely to af- 
fect and radically change the conditions of 
agriculture in some of the Atlantic States. 
They are traveling in blocks of hundreds, 
even thousands. One dispatch from Green- 


Ville, S. C., reports a train-load of 2,000 pass- 


ing through that town on their way to the 
Southwest, and another from Atlanta speaks 
of 1,800 arriving via the Richmond & Dan- 
ville road from Goldsboro, N. G., on their 
way to the plantations in Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas, and Texas. Towns, vil- 
lages and farms in North Carolina are be- 
coming depopulated of the negro race. The 
movement is also spreading in South Caro- 
lina, several thousand having passed through 
Charleston during the last week, and it has 
been accelerated by the infamous atrocities 
recently perpetrated at Barnwell. The 
Charieston News and Courier says it is 
not improbable that at least one-haif of tne 
negro population of Barnwell will emigrate 
as soon as they can make arrangements for 
getting away. 

A part of these immigrants are en route 
for Oklahoma, where there is a colored col- 
ouy already of over 4,000, but the great ma- 
jority of them are destined for the southern 
portions of the gulf States, where the plant- 
ers are offering inducements for labor, the 
railroads acting with them to expedite immi- 
gration. There are many canses which have 
operated to produce the exodus. The crops 
in North and South Carolina have been poor 
for a number of years. There is also the 
natural desire of the negro to make a change 
which he thinks will be for the better and 
like the white man to pushon westward to 
new places where be thinks it will be easier 
to make a living. There is also in certain 
localities, like Barnwell and Jesup, for in- 
stance, the inflaence of ovtrage and oppres- 
sion which urges them to seek a change of 
any kind and to take the risk of evils they 
know not of rather than endure those any 
longer which they know only too well. 

There is nothing remarkable in this move- 
ment. The generation of negroes which 
have grown up since the war have none of 
the influences or traditions of siavery to 
contead with and share to a large extent the 
energetic and enterprising spirit of the 
whites and are just as eager to better taeir 
fortunes. It goes without saying, also, that 
they want to get away from the cruelties of 
white persecution and race hatreds. So far 
as the race problem is concerned, however, 
the present exodus will not tend in any way 
to solve it; on the other hand, it may com- 
plicate it still further. The solution of that 
problem can only be reached by thinning out 
the congested black districts until the col- 
ored populauon no longer threatens white 
supremacy. A large part of this move- 
ment seems to be destined for. portions of 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisi- 
ana, and in such case it will be likely only to 
add more fuel to the fire. It is questionable 
whether the immigrants will improve their 
circumstances much under such conditaons. 


BEARING FALSE WITNESS, 

The Sioux City Journal says: Chicago has 
at last been forced to acknowledge that itis 
losing the grain trade of the Northwest.“ 
and proceeds to read a homily on the talk by 
some other paper that the golden grain of 
the Northwest must still be poured into the 
lap of Chicago.” It then charges the grain 
trade of this city with having mercilessly 
Shylocked the farmers of the Northwest in 
past years, and alleges that it cannot do 
it any more, because the opening of a new 
route by way of the Upper Lakes to the sea- 
board has for all future time taken that sec- 
uon out of “the power of Chicago ware- 
housemen and middlemen of ali degrees of 
rapacity.” 

The charge is made in utter misapprehen- 
sion of the facts in the case. This city is 
losing nothing except a through business in 
flour from the miils around the Falls of St. 
Anthony, and that is only a nominal loss of 
traffic which pays just as much to the local 
merchant whether the cars pass around the 
head of Lake Michigan or swing off to the 
head of Lake Superior. An increase of some 
40 per ceut in our receipts of Wheat last year 
as compared with those of 1888 certainly does 
not look much like a loss of trade in the one 
cereal py the growing of which the farmers 
in the Northwest have distinguished them- 
selves in the decade now near its close, 
and the section referred to contributed 
a good share of the wheat which 
piled into Chicago at such sa liberal 
rate last year in spite of the superior attrac- 
tions of the northerp lake route to the sea-

THE STATE’S DUTY TO THE CHILDREN, 

The report of the New York Department 
of Public Instrucuon for 1889 shows that 
there are in the State 1,803,667 children of 
school ge- between 5 and 21. Of these 
1,038,818 attended public school during some 
portion of 1889, the average daily attendence 
being 687,489. The cost of maintaining these 
schools was nearly sixteen million doilars. 
If the appropriations for special schools, such 
as those for the deaf, dumb, blind, etc., are 
added the total appropriations exceeded hix- 
teen and a half millions. 

Imperfect statistics hide the fact that a 
large number of children, probably 200,000 or 
more, attended parochial and private schools, 
and the further fact that a large proportion 
of those above the age of 15, or a third of the 
whole number, attended school at a younger 
age and are by no means without some edu- 
cation. Yet after making allowance for 
these itis evident that there are so many 
boys and girls wbo are being taught nothing 
that the New York Superintendent of Edu- 
cation is driven to discuss and favor the in- 
troductaon of a system of compulsory educa- 
uon to gather them in. 

He argues that where a government for 
its own safety provides by taxation for a 
public-school system it is bound to see that 
all children not otherwise provided for must 
be brought Within its influence. There are 
many parents who through ignorance or in- 
difference will not let their cnildren have 
the benefits of the schools provided for 
them. In such cases the State must inter- 
fere, and not allow these children to grow 
up mentally starved and unfitted to casta 
free ballot. Nearly every European nation, 
following the example of Germany, has 
compulsory education laws. If needea there 
they are much more needed here, where the 
citizen has far more to do with influencing the 
destiny of the State than in any monarchical 
country, 

It has for some years been apparent to 
thinking men that the voluntary education 
system needed supplementing and rein- 
forcing. It was good as far as it went, but 
did not go far enough. It was established at 
a day when parents were glad to make sacri- 
fices to send their children to school. It did 
not altogether meet the needs of a day when 
fathers kept their boys and girls out of 
school and put them in shops and fac- 
tories so as to live on the wages 
of their immature labor. Therefore 
the conclusion has been pretty general- 
ly reached that the wisest thing to do is to 
follow in the footsteps of Germany, that great 
pioneer in the cause of compulsory and 
universal education, and put it out of the 
power of parent or guardian to deprive child 
or ward of those advantages set apart for 
it, for which the taxpayers are so heavily 
assessed. 

Germany has for many years made every 
child go to school and learn certain element- 
ary branches in the German tongue, the 
language of the gountry. She has deemed 
it essential for the German State and wel- 
fare of the children that this should be done, 
and experience has proven that she was 
right. The soldiers who easily defeated the 
Austrians in 1866 and the French in_ 1870 
were far better educated, and therefore 
more effective soldiers, than the ignorant 
men who opposed them. Nor does Germany 
suffer the building up of alien tongues in her 
midst, to the prejudice of her own language. 
Elementary teaching must be in German in 
Prussian Poland, ana in Alsace and Lorraine, 
as well as in Pomerania, or Hanover, or Sax- 
ony. 

One by one the American States are com- 
ing to recognize the fact that the German 
compulsory education law was the work of 
long-headed statesmen, and that if it is needea 
in a land whose population is so nearly hom- 
ogeneous, itis far more needed here, where 
every nationality under the sun has so many 
representatives. 


FOLLOWING GERMANY’S EXAMPLE 

Americanggave seen the educational ex- 
ample of Gefmany followed by nearly every 
Continental nation. Belgium, Holland, Italy, 
the Scandinavian lands have adopted com- 
pulsory education, and have required that 
the instruction given shall be in the language 
of the country. France followed the ex- 
ample of her conqueror and added compul- 
sory education to universal military\service. 
England followed suit, and every child in 
the two islands has to go to school and get its 
instruction in English. 

Compulsory education is for the good of 
the State and of the child. It the State is 
to perpetuate itself it must have a contin- 
uous succession of citizens who know and 
heartily accept the great fundamental ideas 
on which the State rests. Thatcan be best 
secured by providing that all children are 
sent to a school where tney can learn in the 
English language—or, if there are ears which 
that name offends, the American language— 
the five elementary branches which can be 
counted off on the thumb and four fingers of 
the right hand—to read, to write, to cipher, 
to know a little of American geography, and 
to know something of American history. 
He who possesses these has the keys of all 
the knowledge that man can need, and when 


the community has given him these it has 


done ite duty by him and itself. It cannot 
veach him everything, but it can put it in his 
power to learn everything. 

it is the duty of the State to see to it that 
no parent mars the life of his child or de- 
prives it of the fund appropriated for its ben- 
efit. The “natural rights of the parent“ so 
much talked of of late do not include the 
right to increase a child’s chances of being a 
criminal nor the right to deprive it of an 
education which would make its labor more 
valuable, nor the right to unfit it to be a val- 
uable, useful citizen. 

The State no longer dictates to men the 
altars at which they shall kneel or the torm 
of their prayers. It does not undertake to 
regulate their costume or their wages. But 
it defines far more clearly. than of oid the 
duties of men one to another, It sees that 
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pu mool system of this country is to be 
completed and verfected by the compulsory 
educational plan of enlightened Germany, 
which should meet with approval rather than 
opposition from all German- Americans. 


THE negroes are not the only victims of 
race prejudice in Louisiana. The outrages 
upon Jewish citizens at Delhi and East Car- 
roll. which took place some weeks ago, have 
been resewed, and the Jewish merchants of 
those places are now preparing to close up 
their business, leave the State, and go to some 
place where tne law will protect them. The 
anti-Jew, like the anti-negro, outrages in that 
State are the direct outcome of the ineffici- 
ency of law and the low tone of public senti- 
meat. In any well regulated community the 
miscreants who perpetrated the original out- 
ruges, and who were well known to the author- 
ities, would have been arrested and punished, 
but nothing was done except to hold meet- 
ings and pass resolutions of condemnation. 
The New Orleans Zimes-Democrat truthfully 
enough says: 


The Tines-Democrat suggested when the first 
outbreak occurred at Delhi that what was needed 
Was not so much strong resolutions of cepsure 
as the afrest and conviction of * —— marauders. 
It is not a difficult matter for citizens to meet 
and dengunce acts of this kind, for the sustain- 
ing force of public opinion throughout the coun- 
try is at, their back. Wrong doing can endure 
censure with composure; it is arrest, conviction, 
and pubishment that hurt. If the Delhi mis- 
creants had been putin jail and subsequentl 
sent to the penitentiary this lawlessness wou 
have come to an end, 


Our New Orleans contemporary has sug- 
gested the method which would be effectual 
not only in stopping Jewish but negro out- 
rages also. The South is always talking 
about race injustice and condemning abuses, 
but it never does anything. Eloquent reso- 
lutions are passed but no one is ever arrested 
and punished. As the result of this criminal 
negiect the law is powerless, and not only 
are negroes outraged and persecuted but law- 
abiding white citizens are not allowed to pur- 
sue their legitimate business unmolested by 
law-defying miscreants who know that they 
are in no danger from the courts.

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UN THE SUPREME BENCH, 


JUSTICE DAVID J. BREWER FORMAL- 
LY TAKES His Seat. 


Distinguished Members of the Bar in Court 
to Witness the Induction of the New 
Associate Justice Into Office—impor- 

tant Bitis Introduced in the House and 
Senate—A Large Grist of Appointments 
—Washington Notes. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special. |— 


David J. Brewer, the new Associate Justice, 
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was sworn in this morning and took his seat 
on the Supreme Bench. 
The Attorney General 
and a number of Sen- 
ators and distin- 
guished members of 
the bar occupied the 
space reserved for 
members of the bar. 
At exactiy 12 o'clock 
the Marshal called 
order and announced 
the arrival of the Chief 
Justice and Associate 
Justices of the Su- 
preme Court. The 

JUSTICE BREWER. members of the court 
walked solemniy in behind the screen, the 
two doors at the arch behind the Chief Jus- 
tice’s chair were opened, and the robed ex- 
pounders of the supreme law of the land 
marched through between the red silk cur- 
tains and took their seats. Mr. Brewer, & 
fark complexioned, clear-visioned man, 
walked in with the rest as far as the clerk’s 
desk and there was gi ven a seat to await the 
cath. He had on his black silk robe and 
seemed quite as much at ease a6 
if he had been long among the. robed 
powers. The Chief Justice announced 
that Mr. Brewer had become a member 
of the court and was present to take the 
oath of office. The clerk then read the com- 
mission, and then administered the oath, 
which Mr. Brewer read in a clear strong 
voice. The new Justice then took his seat 
at the extreme left of the bench. Without 
further ceremony the court proceeded with 
its business.

Archbishop Satolli, the Papal Legate who 
came to this country as the personal repre- 
sentative of Pope Leo in the dedication of the 
Vatholic University, seems to have a rough 
time of it. His latest interview, in which he 
tells about Archbishop Ireland’s political 
power as a Democrat and the political sway 
of the Catholic Bishops generally, has con- 
firmed the belief of the leading Catholics 
who met him here that, while he may be a 
great theologian, hisinsight into American 
institutions is mot deep enough to gain him 

utation asa man of ordinary shrewdness. 
Archbishop Satolli was in tne United States, 
all told, about three weeks. He was warned 
that he would only make himself ridiculous if 
he tried to set on foot an intrigue fora 
Papal Nuncio. Nevertheless, he has gone 
back to Europe and taiked volubly concern- 
ing thé success of his mission. Conser- 
vative Catholics who are familiar with the 
facts are greatiy disgusted, and they plainly 
hint that it is time for the Vatican to silence 
Satolli. 

The State Department is in utter ignorance 
as far as the outside eye and ear can learn of 
any intention on the part of the Pope to send 
a Nuncio to this country as the representative 
of the Vatican. Assistant Secretary W har- 
ton said this morning toa reporter that be 
knew nothing about the matter, but he 
thought it was not likely that a Nuncio would 
come. Mr. Walker Blaine was in the same 
condition of ignorance regarding the sub- 
ject. He said: We have of course never 
recognized the Pope as a temporal ruler and 
have never sent himan envoy. Our Minis- 
ter to that rewion has been accredited to the 
Italian Government, and if there bas been 
any occasion for communcicating with the 
Vatican it has been done through the Minis- 
I do not think that a Papal representa- 
tive has ever been sent to this country. It is 
a grave question whether or not one would 
be received if he came—a question that 
would have to be discussed over there.“ 
nodding his head backward at the White 
House.

For the purpose of testing the question 
whether members of the House can draw 
their salaries from the Treasury without 
using the Sergeant-at-Arms as an interme- 
diary Representative Lee called at the Treas- 
ury today and presented acertificate from 
the Speaker of the House that he had served 
as a member from the 4th of December to the 
4th of January. The certificate was honored 
at once and Mr. Lee was given a draft on 
New York for his December salary. Several 
other Representatives profited by the experi- 
ence of the Virginia member later in the 
day.

The pay- 
ment of November salaries will be delayed 
until the House takes action on the report of 
the investigating committee, which Repre- 
sentative Adams of lilinoisis now engaged 
in preparing for tne consideration of the 
committee. It is believed to be the temper of 
the House that the whole amount of salaries 
and deposits stolen by Silcott, the late cash- 
ier of the Sergeant-at-Arms, shall be paid out 
of the Treasury by a special appropriation. 


The United States Appraiser at Chicago 
has made a report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury in regard to the business of his of- 
fice, showing that during the year 1889 it 
passed upon and appraised merchandise val- 
ued at $13,507,339 and that while this value 
is 015 less than the value of merchanaise 
pas upon during the year 1858 the amount 
of duties collected on the same shows an in- 
crease over 1888 of $75,088. The increase 
in collections was mainly in cigars and 
the ‘decrease in collections in dry 
goods and tin plate. The decrease 
in the Collections upon dry goods is easily 
expiained, says the Appraiser, when it is 
stated that the establishing of agencies at 
foreign manufactories is on the increase and 
tne selling of foreign manufactures, duty 

id and consigned to these agents, is becom- 
ing @ favorite practice of many shippers to 
this country. 


Although the House Committee on Rules 
has not heid a session during the recess 
Speaker Reed, who is. ex-officio Chairman, 
has drafted a code of rules for the govern- 
ment of the House during the coming ses- 
sion. It1s also understood that although the 
oid rules will be largely readopted there will 
be important changes proposed in those 
which relate to the mode of procedure 
in the House. A clause will be inserted to 
enable the Speaker to put stop to filibuster- 
ing actions, when their object is ciearly 
manifest, and a change will be made so as to 
admit of the addition of new legislation to 
general appropriation bills. A mbdrning 
hour for the immediate consideration of bills 
reported from committees,such as exiéted 
prior to the Forty-seventh Congress, will 
probabiy be provided for.

The Alton Refases to Discriminate Against 
Shipments of Oak from Chicago in com- 
parison with Such Shipments from Wis- 
consia—Grain Rates from Nebraska 
Points to St. Paul and Lake Superior 
Points to Be the Same as to Chicago, 


The following letter which has been ad- 
dfessed by Chairman J. W. Midgley to the 
General Freight Agents of the Wabash, St. 
Louis & San Francisco, Missouri Pacific, and 
Kansas City, Fort Scott & Mempliis  rail- 
roads explains why, in conformity with the 
decision of Chairman A. F. Walker of the 
Gentlemen’s Association, the tariff rates 
naming soft lumber rates on birch, beech, 
mapie, and elm has not already been with- 
drawn. The jetter was sent by Mr. Midgley 
to the four parties named because they 
unitedly opvosed the proposition to include 
oak and soft lumber rates and are therefore 
directly eoncerned in the shape affairs have 
taken: 

** You will doubtiess by this time have ro- 
czived a copy of Mr. Walker's decision loox- 
ing to the application of soft lumber rates on 
through shipments of birch, beech, mapie, 
eim. and oak from interior points north of 
Milwaukee to Missouri River points. Com- 
pliance with the decision would necessitate 
the cancellation of the circular issued from 
this office Mr. Midgiey’s] authorizing soft 
lumber rates on birch, beech, maple, ana elm 
from Milwaukee, Chicago, etc., to Missouri 
River points. That authority, however, we 
are not at liberty to withdraw, and I will 
state the reason. The Chicago & Alton rail- 
road claims it was not an assenting rty to 
the arbitration, and that the road did not 
vote on the proposea reference to Mr. Walk- 
er, that the company named supposed it to 
bea matter originating with roads in the 
Inter-State association and obligatory only 
upon them. In other words the Chicago & 
Alton felt free to conform to the decision, 
provided it should prove acceptable, while 
at the same time reserving ali its rights as 
a member only of the Western Freight 
Association, to disregard the award if its in- 
terests should seem to so require. The man- 
agement of the Chicago & Alton hold that 
they cannot discriminate in their published 
rates against shipments of oak from Chicago 
in comparison or competition with such ship 
ments forwarded from Wisconsin via this 
city to the Southwest and they are unwilling 
to announce a disposition to treat shipments 
offered them by dealers here to a higher clas- 
sificawon than they would like consignments 
to that road from Wisconsin and destin3d 
to the same points. The company there- 
fore objects, as a member of the 
Western Freight Association, to my cancel- 
ing the circular issued in the name of that 
organization, and further declares that it 
will require oak to be added to tne desorip- 
wons euumerated in that circular—namely, 
birch, beech, maple, ana elm—in the event 
that soft lumber rates are applied on ship- 
ments of oak from Wisconsin to the Soutb- 
west. So long as objecuon made as above is 
urged it will nave to be regarded, and this 
advice is toinform you of the situation thus 
created, and of the reasons why that por- 
tion of the award that seeks to cancel South- 
western circular No. 54. dated Nov. 21, cannot 
at this time be made operative.”’ 


GRAIN BATES FROM NEBRASEA 


To Be the Same to St. Paul, Dulath, Ete., 
as to Chicago. 

The Executive Board of the Inter-State 
Commerce Railway Association has just made

* Resolved, That from points in Nebraska on and 
north of the main line of the Burlington & Mis- 
souri, Plattsmoutb to Kearney, Chicago rates 
shall govern On shipments of grain to Duluth, 
Ashiand, Washburn, Baytield, and Superior, and 
to interior points in Wisconsin north and east of 
St. Paul; and Mississippi River rates to St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, and Minnesota transfer via cross- 
ings Omaha and norte.“ 

n the opinion of the Executive Board it was 
ö. for said association to adopt said res- 
olution under the existing circumstances, sub- 
ject, however, to the condition imposed by tne 
supplementary agreement, that said resolution 
shai! not operate to reduce the rates between in- 
termediate points in the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation; or, in other words, the rates of the West- 
ern Freight Association between intermediate 
points in its territory must be the minimum 
rates applied under said resolution of the Trans- 
Missouri Association. 


INTER- STATE KECOMMENDATIONS, 


Some Important Changes to the Law Sug- 
gested by the Commission. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 6.—In their third 
annual report, submitted to Congress today, 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission make 
recom mendations looking to the amendment 
of the law in the following particulars: 

First—An amendment to the first section, so as 
to correet some ambiguities of language and 
make more definite and certain the transporia- 
tion, both inter-State and international, intended 
to de subject to the provisions of the act, 

Secund—An amendment to the third section, 
relating to the routing and interchange of traffic 
between carriers, so as to better provide for 
— traffic at through rates over connecting 

ines. 

Thicd—An amendment to the twelfth section 
relating to the attendance of witnesses and the 
taking of testimony by deposition. 

Fourth—Aoa amendment to the twenty-second 
section, allowing the free transportation of per- 
sons injured in railroad accidents and of the 
families of railroad employés. 

New sections suggested are: 

First—A prohibition of the payment of the 
commissions by one railroad company to ticket 
agents of another company for passenger trans- 
portation. 

second—The abolition of the ticket brokerage 
by requiring ticket sellers to be duly authorized 
by a railroad company which assumes responsi- 
bility for his acts. 

Third—The requirement that mileage shall 
be paid for cars used belonging to private com- 
panies or individuals. 

Fourth—The extension of the law to make it 
apply to common carriers by water routes. 


EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS, 


They Are the Heaviest for Several Years 
Past. 

East-bound freight shipments for the last 
week were the largest in the history of Chi- 
eago for the same period of time. Although 
one working day was lost on account of New- 
Year’s the total shipments of all kinds of 
freight, except live stock, from Chicago to 
through and local points in the East amount- 
ed to 112,500 tons, against 102,196 tons the 
previous week, an increase of 10,304 tons. 
For the corresponding week last year the 
total shipments to through and local points 
were 103,664 tons. 

The shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
— and for export by the various Central 

‘raffic Association roads for the week end- 
ing last Saturday amounted to 88,719 tons, 
against 77,494 tons tne week before, 
an increase of 11,225 tons.

I can’t say 
that I unreservedly like Verde making 
over of ‘Othello’ into an opera. The fault is not 
Verdi's, but of the writerof the libretto. Verdi's 
genius is fully equal to putting Shakspeare’s 
characters into an operatic setting. But in this 
opera nothing is shown of the character of these 
men whom Shakspeare created. The librettist 
has cut out everything before the forces landed 
at Cyprus. The Otheilo of the operu is a jealous 
Othello only. Nothing is seen of that other side 
of his character. Iago is a villain who sings to 
all the world that he is a villain. Nothing of his 
subtie character is left. But, still, as an opera 
it is @ grand, grand work. It is lacking only 
wher compared to Shakspeare’s play.“ 

„J just have a letter here from one of the 
greatest critics in Italy telling me of a special 
ee ee which has just been seen at the 

heater Pagliano. in Florence, at which the last 
act of Rossims Othello was sung. The tenor, 
Stagno, sang Othelio and Bellincioni sang Des- 
demona. This was only the last act, but it is 
said to have been a performance that was of 
most exceptional strength. This tenor, Stagno, 
is a singer whom you will hear much more of. 
Verai is a great friend of mine. I have a pen 
picture of him which he gave me not in U ago.“

New York, Jan. 6.—A Caracas letter says: 
The appointment by President Paul of Gen. 
Alejandro Ybarra to be commander of the 
local forces illustrates the fickleness of 
Venezuelan politics and politicians and also 
recalis a bit of romance worthy of the days 
of chivalry. When Judge Russell of Massa- 
chusetts was the United States diplomatic 
agent here Guzman Bianco was in the zenith 
of his power and molded the peopie to 
his will with a hand of iron. He was 
ahsolute dictator. There was a General in 
the army at the ume, a gallant man and a 
gentieman. The beauty and grace of Judge 
Russell's daughter captivated his warm but 
warlike heart; and the proud Venezuelan 
was led captive by a light-hearted American 
girl. Ybarra and Miss Russell were en- 
gaged, but the contemplated union did not 
please Guzman, and then one of, Judge Rus- 
sell's reports was published, and tne con- 
tents so angered the dictator that he ordered 
Ybarra to break the engagement. This 
Voarra refused to do, and he was offered 
the alternative of expatriation or wealth and 
honors in Caracas. - ; 

Overcome with rage Ybarra broke bis 
sword across bis knee, and chose banish- 
ment from his native land. The young 
couple had a hard time of it, and the proud 
Venezuelan was compelled to lecture, and he 
also prepared a hand-book of the English 
and Spanish languages, a 

Two months ago Ybarra returned to Car- 
aeas, and soon after his arrival the many 
statues of tue “ijlustrious American,“ as 
Guzman delighted to call himself, were torn 
down by preconcerted arrangement and Guz- 
man deprived of his position as Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
France. 

Aud now Ybarra is appointed to an impor- 
tant position by President Rojas Paul, who 


was placed in the Executive chair by Guz- 


man himself, and who now recalis Guzman 
from his post. It is whispered that Y barra 
is soon to be made Secretary of War.

THEY ARE DISCUSSED “BEFORE THE 
WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE, 


American Manufacturer Gas to Con- 

tead With Is Undervaluation of Imports 

—Gov, Warmoth of Louisiana Opposes 

the Abolition of the Sugar Duty—The 
| ounty System Discussed. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 6.— The first wit- 
ness to appear before the Ways and Means 


of South Manchester, Conn., Presidefit of 
the Silk Association of America. While the 
Senate bill, he said, made an average reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent oa the duty on silk it was 
acceptable to him. 

Britton Richardson, Secretary of the same 
association, advocated the imposition of a 
compound duty on silk. He said that about 
one-balf of the silx consumed in this country 
was of American manufacture. The great 
obstacle which the American manufgcturer 
had to contend against was undervalua- 
tion of imports. He did not be- 
lieve that any duty could be laid 
on raw silk high enough to 
protect the silk growers of this country 
without crippling the manufacturers. 
agreed to a suggestion made by Mr. Flower 
that it would require a duty of about 1,000 
per cent to protect the cocoon-raisers and 
that this duty would necessitate a duty of 
1,500 per cent on the finished product. 

Joseph Neuman of San Francisco favored 
an imposiuon of duty on raw silk. Philip 

Walker, Chief of the Silk Bureau of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, submitted speci- 
mens of cocoons and silk produced fem 
those raised in the United States. He dwelt 
upon the importance of building up the 
silk industry in the United States. If we 
could produce all our silk it would add 815, 
000,000 to the income of the farmers. ‘he 
Agricultural Department had come to the 
conclusion that all the raw silk needed in this 
country copid be produced if there wasa 
duty of $1 per pound on rawsiik. Taking up 
4 map of the United States Mr. Walker 
showed that the cocoons had been raised as 
far North as Flathead Lake, Montana. The 
De partment of Agriculture had purchased a 
good many cocoons from the Ladies’ Silk 
Culture Society, which had raised or collect- 
ed them in California. A tax of Sl a pound 
un raw silk would afford enough protection 
to make the industry protitabie 
would not increase the cost of silk goods 
more than 10 cents a yard. The 
operatives in Italy and: France nad been en- 
abled to increase their production of recled 
suk from one-half pound to one pound per 
day, owing entirely to the use of American 
machinery, vet this same machinery was not 
used in the United States because of lack of 
cocoons. Hungary was rapidiy coming to 
to the protection and stimulus afforded by 
the Government. 

At present it costs the Department of Agri- 
culture about twice as much to produce 
cocoons as they would sell for; but, of course, 
work conducted in a department would 
necessarily cost more than when done by in- 
dividuals. 

Mr. Cheney said that the automatic ma- 
chinery described by Mr. Walker was ex- 
perimental, and so far had not been operated 
successfully anywhere. 

THE SUGAR. DOTY. 

John Dymond, President of the Sugar 
Planters’ Association, rgad a memorial of 
that association asking for sufficient pro- 
tection to the sugar industry to enable the 
United States to produce its own sugar.

‘Dymond safd free sugar from the Sandwich 
Isiands did not affect the price of sugar in 
this country, and was not therefore a detri- 
ment to the sugar industry of the United 
States. The industry is being extended in

every year for the growth of cane. Louisi- 
ana produces, he said, one-eighth of all the 
sugar consumed in the United States. 

Gov. Warmoth of Louisiana was the next 
witness. He said it was strange to find rep- 
resentatives of protected interests in the 
North and West crying aloud fora ‘free 
breakfast table,’ which does not mean free 
pork to us. I Speak feelingly upon this sub- 
ject.“ continued the witness, because I 
have conducted some political campaigns in 
my State.

Gov. Warmoth—“ For the reason that the 
country Can see that a bounty is tariff, and if 
we are singled out for the receipt t a bounty a 
demand will arise forits abolition that cannot 
be resisted.”’ a 

Mr. McKinley—* Is the sugar crop of Louisiana 
increasing?” 

Gov. armoth—“ Yes; it was 30,000 tons 
heavier last year than the year before. If you 
want friends in Louisiana, you mus: not touch tne 
sugar tariff. We cannot staada reduction of 
half a cent a pound. It would be ruinous to the 
industry, and without sugar the City of New Or- 
leans would be depopulated and its streets 
grown with grass,” 

Mr. McKinley—** Will you increase your acre- 
age if we reduce the tariff 50 per cent!“ 

Gov. Warmoth—* Yes, sir.“ 

Mr. MeKinley— For how long?’ 

Gov. Warmoth— Until I’m busted.””, 

Mr. McKinley—* And how long will that be?” 

Gov. Warmoth—* Nota great while, I assure 
vou.“ 

In further answer to questions by Mr. Mc- 
Kenna of California and Gov. Gear of Iowa 
Gov. Warmoth said that if the committee 
could guarantee to the planters that a suc- 
ceeding Congress would not disturb it he 
would be glad to accept a bounty of two cents 
a pound on the sugar he raised. He wanted, 
however, to stand upon the same ground 
with other protected industries. 

Gov. Gear—* But you don't stand on the same 
ground with them—you do not produce anything 
like enough to supply the demands of the coun- 
try. 

Gov. Warmoth—" But we bid fair to it we are 
egiven the encouragement extended to other in- 
dustries. What we want is to be let alone. Ev- 
erywear for the last fifteen years, especially in 
every Democratic Congress, a proposition has 
been introduced in Congress to put sugar on the 
free list. The consequence is that capital is 
afraid to invest, and the progress of the industry 
is therefore slow.”

SILK, SUGAR, AND SALT. 2 

Representative Peters of Kansas said he 
was interested in the three S’s—silk, sugar, 
and salt. As to the first subject he said that 
his district raised in 1889 more than one- 
fourth of all the cocoons produced in tne 
United States. This work is carried on with- 
out any ontiay, and results in an addition to 
the tarmers’ income that is like finding so 
much movey. Witness asked protection for 
these constituents of his by a suitable duty 
on raw silk. 

As to sugar the witness said that Kansas 
in 1889 made 1,200,000 pounds from the sor- 
ghum cane. Ihe product has been doubied 
every year for the last tive years. The meth- 
ods of producing the sugar are improving, so 
that now 97 per cent of the saccharine matter 
in the juice is extracted. The industry is 
in its infancy yet, said Mr. Peters; it is a 
healthy infant, however, and if vou don’t 
strangie it or deprive it of the support it nas 
heretofore drawn from the tariff sootning 
sirup it will grow into the proportions ofa 
healthy, full-grown man.“ 

Mr. Mekinley— What do you think of a 
bounty?”

He said 
that there wasa f of unrest among 
the farmers of his State which, if not allayed, 
might result in Kansas, with its 
82,000 Republican rity, a Democratic 
State.

On further elucidation of hisargument Mr. 
Peters spoke of the production of beet sugar. 
He told of a sorghum mill in his district the 
proprietor of which had planted four and 
four-tenths acres in beets, from which he 
had raised sixty tous, out of which he had 
made 10,000 pounds of sugar, polarizing 99 
per cent. Tuis demonstrated, he said, that 
the beet could be profitably grown there and 
tne finest quality of sugar made from it at 
the rate ot 160 pounds of sugar to the 
ton of beets. 

Mr. Henry L. Oxnant of Grand Isiana, 
Neb., made an argument in favor of protbc- 
tion to the beet sugar industry, predicting 
that within twenty years beet roots would 
outstrip tne sugar-cane and sorghum in the 
production of sugar. He stated that a reduc- 
tion of the present duties on sugar would en- 
able European countries to send their beet 
sugar into the United States and kill the in- 
@ustry inthis country.

JOHN HENRY SMITH’S BAD MEMORY. 


A Mormon Conveniently Fails to Remem- 
ber Some Things. 

One of the Mormen magnates, in a letter to 
this paper, denied an assertion made by R. 
L. Morrison to the Albuquerque (N. M.) 
Citizen. In the course of this letter Mr. Mor- 
rison said: 

In arecent sermon delivered at Snowflake, in 
Arizona, John Henry Syn, one of the Apestles, 
uttered the most trea le sentiments and de- 
tied the authority of the Government.

John Henry confesses and avoids beeause 
sometimes Mormon Aposties in. “ preaching 
faith, repentance, baptism, and proper ob- 
servance of the moral law of the gospel of 
Christ,“ find it necessary to say some decidedly 
tough things. For instance, in his prayer at the 
dedication of the St. George mple, President, 
then Apostie Woodruff, invokea the Deity to 
smash this Government of the Uuited States all 
to smithereens if the people did not repent and 
come down to a “ proper observance of the mora! 
law of the gospel] of Christ." We presume that 
Apostie John Henry does not pretend to bea 
betier man than President @Voodruff. We have 
no doubt that President oodruf would be 
shocked were any. one to doubt his loy- 
alty, but, nevertheless, all througn the years he 
has heid that a higher authority than the Gov- 
ernment ciaimed bis allegtance. As to Apostie 
John Henry. he is a first-Class witness on a di- 


erect examination, but he makes a poor showing 


when it comes to analyzing dis statements. For 
instance, not long sines he made a most melodi- 
ous argument before the Third District Court, in 
which he established that there was nothing in 
any Endowment House oath that was not strict- 
ly loyal to the Government, nothing in the whole 
Mormon system antagonistic to this Republic. 
But on cross-examination he at first began to 
“decline to unswer and finally his mem- 
ory entirely failed. We are fearful that 
this failure of memory has returned to 
him again and that he cannot quite recall just 
what he did say in that sermon in Arizona As 
to the last clause of his card, there is but one ob- 
jection to it. If Mormons will come within the 
taws and from that standpoint work out their 
destiny there will be no soul on earth objee and 
peace and good-will will prevail. But ten, 
when they do that, we are afraid ty will cease 
to be Mormons and become real Americans, be- 
cause beyond what is disloyal in Mormonism— 
to-wit: polygamy aud a determination to be a 
law to themselves—there is mighty little in the 
system.

which are the legitimate results of prohibi- 
tion?“ The clergyman proceeds to argue 
that only moral suasion and religious effort 
will work a reform in the matter of istem- 
rance, and denounces the attempt of the 
-rohibitionists to bring pressure“ or lob- 
bying to bear upon the members of the 
Legislature. He closes by declaring his own 
conviction that a hieh-license law will do 
vastly more to check the evils of intemper- 
ance than the present prohibitory law, 
which, in many of our-cities, is only another 
name for tree whisky.”

TRADES- UNIONISTS ARE Nor UN- 
FRIENDLY TO THE AUDITORIUM. 


. 


The Hue and Cry of Hostility Baised Solely 
by Jaw. Workers for the Purpose of 
Giving Themselves Weight with Certain 
Political Factions—The Bailding Prac- 
tically Constructed by Unien Workmen 
—Houest Artisans Disgusted with the 
Officious Self-Appointed Leaders. 


The inherent weakness of labor unions, 
with their mouthy biatherskites at the top, 
was perhaps never more strikingly shown 
than in the boycott of the Auditorium by the 
Trade and Labor Assembly. 

With nintty-nine out of every 100 reputa- 
bie trades-union men condemning the boy- 
cott, either for its injustice or its foolishness, 
the Trade and Labor Assembly, the congress 
of trades unions representing 15,000 or more 
trades unionists, reiterates its original decsee 
of boycott and nals its edict of boycott to 
the mast. 

The mechanism of this congress of so 
many well paid and generally intelligent 
workmen and he way the wheels are turned 
to produce a boycott or other expression of 
organized labor are not creditable. 

Some months ago a priater drifted into 
town from the South. He hada union card 
and was duly accepted by Typographical 
Union No. 16. Bemg a fair talker he was 
soon after named as one of the union’s dele- 
gates to the Trades Assembly. No one knew 
whether he had common sense or rot. He 
had not been jn the assembly @ great while 
before his ambition to become a leader 
asserted itself. : 

Just then the invitation of the Apolio Club 
to its concerts at the Auditorium was re- 
ceived. It was the printer’s chance. He 
tnen presented to the assembly that remark- 
able production declaring the Apollo Club 
and tne Auditorium uuder boyeott, and also 
put forward the letter to President Harrison 
demanding that he do not appoint Mr. Peck 
as Collector. 

In a windy harangue the printer advocated 
the resolution. and a few other hotheads 
followed in the same line. Zhe men of com- 
mon-sense said nothing, and the edict was 
put forth. 


HOW THE CRY WAS RAA. 

Much the same proceeding was repeated 
Sunday when the assembly renewed its at- 
tack. The leader of the irreconcilables this* 
time was W. C. Pomeroy, who represents a 
mythical Waiters’ Union on the North Side. 
Pomeroy is about 28 years old, and has no 
standing of agy kind beyond that given him 
by a ready and much used tongue. He has 
not been known to work at his calling for 
years. The probable object of his attack on 
the Auditorium was a desire “toa get to the 
front,“ in union parlance, and attract atten- 
tion. Every honest trades unien in town 
was placed in the idiotic position of waging 
a war when there was no war. 

The first outbreak against the Auditorium 
happened two years ago, and Was led by a 
vlatherskite who was at that time without 
visibie means of support, but who now has a 
good berth under Cregier’s administration. 
He was so disgusting in personal appearance 
that he was turned out of the headquarters 
of the unions. He was an endless talker, 
and, being a delegate from some smal! union, 
held the floor in the Trades Assemby advo- 
cating the wildest schemes to the disgrace 
of trades unionism. 

From this beginning the war on the Audi 
torium has gone on, a fruitfal field for 
wordy and characterless blatherskites. The 
trades unions have suffered much more than 
the Auditorium, and there is now a general 
disposition among them to call down the fel- 
lows who have caused all the trouble. 

HISTORY OF THE WORK. 

The dispute over the Auditorium began 
when the foundations were being laid. Non- 
union men were first employed on the stone 
work, but soon gave place to un ion men. Not 
long afterwards the carpenters went on their 
great strike for the eight-hour day. The 
Frost Manufacturing company, having the 
carpenter contract, refused to grant this de- 
mand, and nofm-union carpenters were em 
ployed and continued at work until the con- 
tract was completed. 

The next trouble was with the marble- 
cutters, who were aiso displaced by non- 
union men. The Plasterers’ Union had its 
men at work until the marble contract was 
two-thirds completed. Then the union men 
struck for the eight-hour day and were 
turned adrift. This was the extent to which 
non-union men worked on the Auditorium. 
The stone aad brick workers, the terra-cotta 
men, those men employed on the iron con- 
tract, tne wood finishers, the. painters, and 
decorators all belonged to trades unions. 

The right of the carpenters to be consid- 
ered a union as a trade can well be doubted. 
Not half the members of the craft in the 
city are organized, and they have little con- 
trol of the trade. Were union principies— 
that none but union men be employed—en- 
forved, not less than 3,000 carpenters would 
be without a means of livelihood in Chicago. 

While the contractors and their employés 
were at loggerheads over the eight-hour day 
committee after committee waited on Mr. 
F. W. Peck, President of the Auditorium 
Company. They came five or six at a time, 
and remained two and three héurs. Some 
times the Directors were cailed together to 
hear their grievances. 

COULD NOT MAKE THEM UNDERSTAND. 

„I always treated them fairly.“ said Mr. 
Peck yesterday, and 1 tried to show that 
we had no control over the contractors; that 
if the contracts came up to the specificauons 
aud were completed by the specified time we 
could not say wnat kind of labor was em- 
ployed. To have inserted a clause in the 
contracts requiring the employment of union 
or non-union men I hold that one has as much 
right to work as the other—would have 
cost us hundreds of thousands of dollars, for 
every contractor would have inereased his 
bid to cover possible trouble with his work- 
men. Then such an idea is never thought of 
in letting a contract. ; 

„1 could never make these committees 
understand tnat I could not compel the con; 
tractors to hire only union mon. They all left 
saying that I could it I wanted to. That was 
as far as 1 ever got, but every man 
who knows anything about business realizes 
my-posiuon. Tosthis day I have no idea how 
much or how little union labor was employed. 
I suppose non-union carpenters and plaster- 
ers were engaged because [ saw more of 
their committees.” 

WEARY OF THE FARCE. 

Some of the unions are not disposed to al- 
low their delegates in the Trades Assembly 
to longer misrepresent them, and some of the 
delegutes who have favored the boycott on 
the Apollo Ciub and the Auditorium are 
likely to be called teaccount. But itis with 
the unions as with their congress. The mem- 
bers who form the backbone of the organiza- 
tions are those who work regularly, pay their 
dues, and keep quiet. They let their officers 
run the concern, and are generally satisfied 
with the union if the assessments are not too 
heavy or wages are notwcut down. 

Just now the members of this class are not 
well disposod toward the leaders who have 
been making trades-unionism absurd througn 
the Auditorium boycott. They first showed 
their contempt for that edict by fillimg the 
nall to hear the Apollo Club. They are now 
gunning for the people who inaugurated the 
boycott. ; 

Many of the labor leaders,“ however, are 
well pleasea at the hubbub they have cre- 
ated. Every time their name appears in the 
papers their selling price at the next election 
is increased, and if they can cause commo- 
tion enough it is quite possible some snug 
berth will be given them. 

This is the secret of the latest outbreak 
against the Auditorium. Viewed purely 
from a trades- union standpoint, trades- union 
men are asked to boycott 80 per cent of 
trades-union work because 20 per cent is non- 
union. 


PRESIDENT PECK ON THE BARROOM, 


It Belongs to the Hotel and Is Be yond 
the Auditoriam Association’s Control. 
Ferd W. Peck was asked yesterday about 

the bar in the Auditorium Building, referred 

to in the Socialists’ resolutions of Sunday:

“ There is no bar in the Auditorium proper 
or in any part of the building that is con- 
trolled by the Auditorium Association and 
never will be. Tue hotel, which ws practical- 
ly a separate building, has been leased to 
parties who have entire control of the prem- 
ises and have seen fit to openabar in con- 
nection therewith, as has been dene by most 
of the hotel proprietors of the u :

CHICAGO, Dec. To che Editor of the Stand- 
ard—My Dear Sir: My attention is called to an 
editorial which appeared in your issue of 19th 
inst., where you refer to the barroom of the 
Auditorium Hotel being opened on the night of 
the dedication of the Auditorium. I desire to in- 
form you that there was no bar in the building 
open on that night owing to my special request 
of the Auditorium Hotel lessees that it be kept 
closed upon an occasion which I regarded 50 
momentous and serious. After that 
bight the opera season began under the 
mavagement of Mr. Abbey und the 
conditions of our lease with the hotel people 
are such that we had no further control of the 
matter. I agree with you in wishing that it 
might be that no bar would be open in any part 
of the Auditorium Building. There never will be 
in the Auditorium proper, which will remain 
under our control, and which is the especial 
feature of the whole project that is the pride of 
oar people.
